W allin g to n , Feb. 5.— The United 


States will ask safe conduct guar­ 


antees from the entente nations for 


the return to Germany of Fount von

They were unabh to make 
any plans about leaving the coun­ 
try, however that matter being in 
the hands of the Swiss minister, 
Dr. Ritter, who w ill represent Ger­ 
many in this country. 
Count von Bern st or 14, accompa­ 
nied by his wife, emerged last after­ 
noon from the strict seclusion into 
which they entered when diplomat­ 
ic relations were broken off and 
went for a long automobile ride in 
Rock Creek park. 
A United States secret servile

Regarding the status of Germany

ally turn . She is the Countess \on 
Bernstorff, wife of the German am­ 
bassador. 
Though the wife of a 
German 
nobleman, Countess vow 
Bernstorff is an American by birth. 
As far as is known, she is the only 
American woman married to a Ger­ 
man diplomat, and tin* fact is a 
strong reminder ai this time of the 
desire of Kaiser W ilhelm , in st ml- 
ing Fount von Bernstorft to W e h- 
ington in 1908, to strengthen the 
bonds of Irk ndslnp 
between

Before her marriage to the count, 
November 14, 1KK7, Fount ess von 
Bernstorff was Miss Jeanne Lucke* 
nieyer.

London, Feb. 5.—Almost a million 
women—exactly 988,50$—have en­ 
tered all kinds of positions held b> 
men before the w ar began, and of 
this 
num ber 
nearly 
ail—exactly 
933,000—were actually substituted 


tor m en caned to toe front or di­ 
verted to other war activities. 
This is shown in a survey of the 
whole movement tow ard woman la­ 
bor since the outbreak of toe war, 
made ofticially by the labor depart­ 
ment, with data down to the last 
two months. 
It shows 3,231,000 wo­ 
men now’ employed in all branches 
of industry and commerce, or about 
a million more than when the war 
began. It is this new million of wo­ 
men w orkers one 
sees 
a t 
every 
turn, on the tram w ays anil motor­ 
buses taking fares, in the govern­ 
ment offices taking the place of the 
men cleiks, in the hotels and res­ 
taurants as w aiters and cashiers, 
in banks and business houses, and 
running cinemas, theaters, public 
houses, and the whole 
range 
of 
business activities. 
Just how far this hafc gone the 
government has now figured out to 
a nicety. 
In banking and finance, 
for instance, there were only 9,500 
women employed before the war; 
now the num ber has increased four­ 
fold to 46,500. 
in government de­ 
partm ents, also, the women work­ 
ers have increased from 66,000 in 
133.000, displacing men in all but 
3.000 cases. 
In 
industrial 
trades 
the increase of women has been 
greatest, reaching 393,000, of which 
314.000 replaced men. Another very 
large increase of women is in the 
government 
ammunition 
works, 
where there were 2,000 before the 
war and 117,000 now. 
The govern­ 
ment figures give the entire 117,- 
000 as directly replacing men. 
In commercial occupations, clerks 
in stoles, offices, etc., the* increase 
of women is 268,000, of w hich 264.- 
000 replaced men. 
In professional 
occupations, 
connected 
with 
the 
law, medicine, magazine and news­ 
paper work .etc., the increase of 
women is 15,000, of which all have 
replaced men. 
A curious fact is 
that 
each 
woman 
has 
replaced 
about 
two 
men in hotels, public 
h o u ses, cinemas, theaters, etc., the 
increase of w omen being 16,000 and 
the displacement of men 30,000. 
On 
buses, 
tram s 
and 
various 
kinds of transport service the wo­ 
men have increased 41,000, the en­ 
tire num ber replacing that number 
of men. 
Men teachers 
are 
also 
largely replaced; also men on m u­ 
nicipal transport work, the total in­ 
crease of women in this line bein? 
34.000, of which 
31,000 
replacet 
men. In farm work many men have 
been draw n off for the war, hut few 
women have replaced them. 
Th< 
men on farms replaced by women 
is given at 20,000, while the num 
ber of women farm w orkers is 80, 
OOO, and the increase since the wa! 
only 500, 
Women nurses have in­ 
creased 34,000 since the war. 
Summ ing up the substitution of 
women for men, the government 
statem ent says there has been an 
increase of 1 5 0 ,0 0 0 since last July 
in the num ber of women directly 
replacing 
men. 
This 
shows 
a 
slight check in the rate of displace­ 
ment. In some trades, like clothing 
and textiles, women w orkers have 
decreased, probably because they 
were able to get better wages in 
the many new fields now opening 
to them. 
In October IO per cent of 
the textile firms reported they were 
unable to get all the women they 
required, so that while the supply 
of women workers has increased, 
the demand is also increasing in 
many branches. 
This replacem ent of men by wo­ 
men is introducing new' elem ents 
in economic and social conditions 
which will have to be worked out 
when peace comes. 
T he women 
are doing the m en’s work quite as 
well as the men, so that, a new ele­ 
ment of competition is introduced 
between 
the 
sexes. 
The women 
have the advantage of possession 
of the million places, and it 
re­ 
mains to be seen w hether they will 
hold them, or w hether there will bi' 
another displacement, of women for 
men. when the million men come 
back. 
Many commercial 
houses 
have promised to take 
back 
the 
men, but w hether this m eans di>- 
piacing the women, or keeping both, 
is still open. 
The labor unions a rr 
also apprehensive over the gieat 
swelling of woman labor, as women
